These aspiring soul» have an insatiate 
craving to be esteemed “ fashionable;" to 
be recognized as of the “ to n ;" to have 
entree to all the swell m ansions and enter­ 
tainm ents; but to attain and m aintain this 
coveted pre-eminence 
Mrs. Grundy de­ 
mands a display of opulence, or at* least 
some visible pretense of it. 
No m atter how meager may he the active 
surroundings, how hard the struggle for 
mere existence, they m ust hide all this, 
m ust conceal their penury and distress, and 
appear to revel in all the external glory of 
grandeur and wealth.

their upper stories arc furnished' or their 
larders provided. 
Mrs. Grundy becomes 
their patron, their pride is appeased and 
they are ostensibly liappy. 
1 think this is altogether wrong, nnd that 
it evidences a reckless disregard of truth 
and honesty wholly indefensible. 
W hile 
none of us may wish to be entirely ex­ 
cluded from the pale of so-called society, if 
society demand# the sacrifice of our health, 
duty, comfort and conscience to its auto­ 
cratic swav, society exacts more than we 
should yield. Comfort of heart, m ind and 
estate, approval of conscience and au hon­ 
est pride. I think far more to be desired 
than the sm iles and caresses of fashionable 
society, so insincere, so ephemeral. 
Man is a gregarious anim al, and re­ 
quires, to develop his higher and nobler 
qualities, association with his species, hut 
this association need not lie with the vain. 
selfi»h, irrational m inority, falsely called 
society. 
Far wiser and better is inter­ 
course w ith the frank, honest, kindly cor­ 
dial. great majority, who create for them ­ 
selves and constitute the purest and host 
society, w herein no fraud and sinun is ad­ 
mitted, mid where none is required to keep 
up false appearances.--[The Household.

An Eastern pestilence w hich has nvide it* 
way on foot through te n t ral Asia, w hich 
ha# crossed the Atlantic in the old days o f 
sailing ships, and crossed the Roofcv m oun­ 
tains to tne Pacific when San Francisco 
was no m o re than a white-walled Spanish 
mission, m ay certainly bo described aa an 
enterprising and persevering traveler. 
If 
cholera could thus travel in the years from 
1828 to 1H33, w hat may it not do in those 
days of rapid transit? 
But the fact is that 
the good old times of slow stages, of h alt­ 
ing for the night, and of spending weeks 
and m onth- "t> the journey, were so m uch 
more suited to the ways of cholera, that 
even the thousandfold opportunities of the 
age of steam do not m ake it h alf so dan­ 
gerous. 
It there is one thing loss doubtful 
than another In the natural history of 
cholera, it is that it love* the ground, that 
the breeding place of the poison is tho soil, 
and that it is always most form idable when 
it drags it» slow length along and leaves a 
trail behind it. 
No English invasion of 
cholera has ever gathered force which did 
not come to us across 
the continent, 
through 
Russia 
and 
G erm any. 
It 
came by sea from Alexandria to South­ 
am pton in 1865, but it wa» quickly sup­ 
pressed. 
It came next year with G erm an 
em igrants on tlieir wav to America, and it 
became a considerable epidemic. 
We have 
always imported it from the opposite shore 
of th e N orth Sea -into Suml* rland from 
Ham burg in 1».",'2. int.. H ull from H am ­ 
burg in V»4S, into the T vnej orts front Ger­ 
m an port» in 1853. and in'o Yorkshire and 
Lancashire from Rotterdam in the 
m onths of 1866.

Tlie G alftel.i M onum ent a t C leveland. 
The design for the Garfield m onum ent 
has at last been decided upon. Thursday, 
tin' 26th, the Board of Trustees of the Gar­ 
field M onum ent Association, w ith the help 
of two celebrated experts in sculpture.and 
architecture, decided that the design of 
George II. Roller, of Hartford. Conn., de­ 
served tlie first prize of $1,1)00, th e motto of 
which is “ Architect.” 
Before designing 
the m onum ent tin* artist visited tlie site in 
Lake View (Vmotorv. where the m onum ent 
i» to stand. 
He chose the design of a 
tower, as being the most typical of the man 
to whose mem ory it was to be erected. A 
carved and sculptured tom b is made the 
principal object of the mem orial. 
The 
tower rises from a broad terrace, reached by » 
wide-spreading »teps. A jwojecting porch 
at the ba-e contains a vestibule, on one 
side of w hich is the keeper’s office, and on 
the other a room for relies and u visitors’ 
register. 
The vestibule lead# into a round, 
vaulted chamber, the stone dom e-like root’ 
of which is carried on eight massive, pol­ 
ished granite column», in a circle around 
the tomb, 
which occupies the center 
of 
the 
cham ber. 
T he 
pavem ent 
in 
tiled in harm onious colors and designs, 
and 
the 
whole 
i- 
lighted 
by 
rich 
ly 
m ullioned 
windows. 
An 
uislc or 
am bulatory outside "f the colum ns su r­ 
rounds the chamber, the side wall of which 
is decorated with niches for statues or 
vase- of flower-. 
A spiral -tone stairway 
lead# from this aisle to the tot) of the 
tower, 250 feet from the ground. 
At inter­ 
val» in the ascent are com m anding view# 
extending for m iles in every direction, at 
one iHiint looking out on Garfield's birth­ 
place. eight miles distant. 
Abovea deeply- 
recessed portal, outside nf the m onum ent, 
is a terra cotta bund or frieze of sculpture 
six l'eet in liigiit, extending around the 
base of the tower, which is 40 feet square. 
The frieze is divided into panels, with fig­ 
ure- representing Garfield a.# an educator, 
soldier and statesm an, the long, anxious 
.watching of the world over his drath-bed, 
and the funeral procession from Elbcron to 
Cleveland. 
Garfield # remains will he in­ 
closed in a crypt below the level of the 
chamber, under a carved tomb. 
Tlie fam ­ 
ily vault is provided hack of the chamber. 
A statue of Garfield will be placed near the 
m ain entrance. 
It will probably he of 
bronze.—[M edina (O.) Gazette.

ancholy moods. There is nothing" th a t ha- 
stuli a had effect on the general health as 
a m elancholy condition of the m ind, and it 
is often im possible for physicians to cure 
bodily infirm ities until the m ind becomes 
hopeful and clastic. 
“ Every power, bod­ 
ily and m ental.” say* H erbert Spencer, “ is 
increased by good spirits. 
There is 110 
such tonic a# happiness.” 
H ere we have 
au undisputed reason why cheerfulness, 
should be cultivated, and cultivated a# the 
distinct means of vastly im proving other 
powers of the mind. 
It has been concede! that every form of 
healthy m ental occupation brings to the 
m ind joy rather than gloom or sorrow. 
It 
is not those persons who th in k most, nor 
those who are m ost keenly alive to the sor­ 
row* and m isfortunes that befall m ankind, 
that are overcome by sadness, but com­ 
monly the m inds that nurse trouble and 
unw ittingly encourage m elancholy emo­ 
tions. The weakness m ay he inherent, hut 
it is not the less evident that instead of cult­ 
ivating cheerfulness they have cultivated 
disease.—[I’lliladelphia Cal 1. 


S u n lit R o o m s. 
No articles of furniture should 1>. put in 
a room that will not stand sunlight, for 
every room in a dwelling should have the 
windows so arranged that some tim e dur­ 
ing the day a flood of sunlight will foroo 
itself into the apartm ent. 
The importance 
of adm itting the light of the sun freely to 
nil ¡'ario of our dwellings cannot he too 
highly estimated. Indeed, perfect health is 
nearly as m uch dependent on pure sun­ 
light ¡1» it i- ou pure air. Sunlight should 
never be excluded, except w hen so bright 
as to be uncom fortable to tlie eyes. And 
daily walks should he taken in bright sun­ 
shine. A sun-batli is of more im portance 
in preserving a healthful condition of the 
laxly than is generally understood. A sun- 
luith costs nothing, and that isa misfortune, 
for people are deluded with the idea that 
mily those things which cosc m oney can 
be good or useful. But rem em ber that pure 
water, fre-ti air, and sunlit homes kept 
free from dampness, will secure you from 
m any heavy lulls of doctors and give von 
health and vigor, which no money can pro­ 
cure. 
It is a well-established fact that the 
people who live uiuch in the sun are 
usually stronger and m ore healthy than 
those whose occupation-deprives them of 
sunlight. 
A nd certainly there is nothing 
strange in the result, since the sam e law ap­ 
plies with equal force to nearly cvcrv ani­ 
mate thing in nature. 
It is quite easy to 
arrange au i-olatcl dwelling so th at cvcrv 
room m ay be filled w ith sunlight some 
tim e in the day, and it is possible that m any 
town houses could he so bu ilt tus to adm it 
more light than they now receive.—[Oar-

A QUESTION OF CHARITY. 


“ flood churches make good ministers," 
said a distinguished clergyman recently. 
Possibly; bat it is certain that they do not 
always maleo the old age of a servant of the 
church, who has been for years faithful to 
it, secure against want in his latter days. 
Here is the Chicago Current telling a most 
pitiful tale of a superannuated clergyman 
of the Methodist Church living near that 
city, but living upon the very verge of ab­ 
solute starvation. This man served the 
Christian Church for forty-three years. He 
was a valiant soldier, and never faltered in 
the ranks. 
He preferred, according to our 
contemporary, neither his ease nor his 
personal advancement. 
ITe sought the 
hard roads. 
His income during those 
fortv-threa years of toil, devotion and self­ 
sacrifice wa.- never more than £350 a year, 
and frequently as low as $100. He could 
lay up nothing for inactivo old age. When 
he heard he bad been relegated to the ranks 
of the superannuated it is said he fainted. 
It meant absolute poverty. Wo have no 
idea how the Methodist Church in Illinois 
propose* to respond to this case. 
It is a 
rich church. It pays sonic of its clergy 
large salaries. It supports costly structures, 
and provides some elegant parsonages. It 
has money to invest in publishing schemes 
and more to send to the heathen in far-off 
lands, liut it maintains a system that pre­ 
vents the acquisition of honaes by its clergy 
and for this very season it should provide 
so liberally for its ministers that they may 
he made independent of charity when the 
cold days come. Methodists are excellent 
givers, tiie laity contribute in a spirit and 
with ope:i-haudednosx not often rivaled, but 
the application of their benefactions does not 
always result as superannuates have a right 
to expect 
Now, our contemporary is a re­ 
liable informant, and hero atom Is its charge 
th at one is starving who for forty-three 
years was a consoler of the afflicted ; whose 
life was a pattern of the virtues; whose la 
bors were all for n cause in which he de­ 
voutly believed.

TRANSCONTINENTAL FREIGHT TRAF­ 
FIC. 


The representatives of great trunk rail­ 
way lines have been in consultation in San 
Francisco upon one of the chief problems 
of tho freight question—how to 
con­ 
duct business 
so 
as to 
induce 
the 
great volume of Asiatic freights to cross 
this continent ftom shorn to shore. But 
the inquiry into means to he employed 
uiiiforniily brings up the question of rates, 
and these, it is found, must be so low as to 
successfully compete with the transporta­ 
tion charges by the great sea routes. Nueh 
rates prevailing by transcontinental rail 
routes will reduce the tariffs to figures be­ 
low the average cost of transportation. 
The question remaining to be determined 
is, will it pay to take the freights on that 
basis? 
Unquestionably the transporters 
will decide it in the affirmative, if indeed 
they have not already resolved upon it. 
And tlic reason for such a conclusion 
throws light upon the railroad transporta­ 
tion question, which has been so befogged 
and misrepresented by demagogues and a 
conscienceless press. The freight will he 
carried, for it will be puro economy to do 
so, because it will consume the surplus 
transportation capacity of the carriers. 
This will inure to the benefit of all local 
freight traffic of the country, 
it is an ax­ 
iom that a largo tonnage at a low rate pays 
better than a small tonnage at a high rate. 
Assure the carrier of tho employment 
of his full carrying capacity aud 
his 
rate declines. 
In other words, the fixed 
expenses relating to transportation are not 
pVoportioned to the am ount of the freight 
carried. 
W hether it be great or small, the 
mass of fixed expense remains the same. 
To illustrate: If a million tons cost X to 
transport, it does not follow that two million 
tons will cost 2 X, but rather the extra cost 
may be stated as % X. So 1,000,000 
might represent the cost at 15 X and 
8.000.000 at 2 X, and 10,000,000 at 3 X, and 
32.000.000 at 31 X. 
Whenever the full 
activity of which a transporter is capable is 
employed the whole business with which 
lie treats is benefited, and so tho transporta­ 
tion of the Asiatic freight at even less than 
cost cannot hut stimulate and advance the 
local traffic of the whole country. 


It is understood, at least it is open gossip 
in political circles, that Messrs. John F.

concern, and it is fortified by the experience 
of the past.

H elena (M .T.), August 10th.—Meager 
particulars have been received of another 
slaughter of horsc-thicves in the Mussel 
SheU region, 150 miles northeast of here, 
last week, by cowboys. While in pursuit 
of stolen horses, a log house was discovered 
in the timber on the mountain side. It 
was secretly watched a day or two, during 
which time several small parties of men 
came and went, some by day. others by 
night, having in their possession horses, 
evidently stolen. 
It becoming evident that 
it was a borsc-thieves’ rendezvous, the cow­ 
boy.-. congregated, and last Monday night 
crawled up to the house and attacked it. 
Fourteen horsc-thicves were about the 
premises at the (line, of whom nine were 
killed and five escaped. The cabin was set 
lire to and burned. No particulars have 
yet been received of the fight. Graville 
.Stuart’s cowl toys met with a band of thieves 
at the mouth of the Mussel Shell, and it is 
thought a fight must have occurred several 
days ago. The locality ¡h over two hun­ 
dred miles from Halena, with no tele­ 
graphic communication. Never was there 
a period in the history of this or any other 
Territory when 
ho much liorse-thieving 
was going on. Tiie citizens are determined 
to effectually stop it. Fully fifty thieves 
have been hanged or shot in the past 
month.

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T h e C h olera S itu ation . 
P aris, August 10th.—The cholera is mak­ 
ing rapid progress through Southern France 
and Northern Italy. In the little village 
of Gignac, near Montpelier, forty cases 
have been found, and there have been nu­ 
merous deaths. The panic there was ter­ 
rible. It is believed that in Avignon the 
epidemic is worse than reported. 
Four 
deaths have occurred, and soldiers from 
Avignon have died in Algiers, and an out­ 
break of cholera in Algiers is feared. Some 
of the reports of deaths from cholera in 
the villages near to Toulon are particularly 
heartrending. 
In some of them more 
people died in a day than in Toulon. In 
Bordeaux there have been three deaths. 
Microscopical examinations of the water 
drawn from wells and fountains in all 
places visited by the cholera, show the 
presence of vast colonics of microbes. 
P aris, August 10th.—Fears are now ex­ 
pressed that Marseilles has not seen the 
worst of the cholera. On Friday the Lyons 
doctors continued their former experiments. 
They injected into one patient300gram mes 
of a solution composed of live grammes of 
chlorydine of sodium and fifteen centi­ 
grammes of carbonate of sodium, dissolved 
in 1,000 grammes of water. The success of 
the experiment can hardly be determined, 
its the patient subjected to the treatment 
was already in the last stage ot the disease. 
The statement that cholera existed last 
year in Marseilles, and that the fact was 
kept secret, is pronounced absolutely false. 
Paris, August 10th.—An analysis of the 
water of the Rhone, near Aries, is said to 
show microbes by millions. 
It is be­ 
lieved now that the epidemic will rage 
until the 1st of October. 
T o u lo n, August 10th.—Ten deaths from 
cholera occurred here since last night, and 
ten this morning. There have been no 
deaths since that hour. Record for to-day 
of the hospitals here: Admitted, 7 ; cured. 
14; deaths, 1 ; under treatment, 80. There 
has been one death at I«ebeaussent, that of 
a prisoner from Toulon. 
M a r s e ille s , 
August 10th. — Fourteen 
deaths occurred here from cholera within 
the past 24 hours. 
Roue, 
August 10th.—'There was one 
death from cholera to-day at each of the 
following places: Yignarulo, Sivignanoand 
Caringno. 


H a v a n a , August 10th. — The steamer 
Bracodaile, from Calcutta, arrived recently 
at St. Lucia with emigrants. 
After the 
steamer left Calcutta thirty-one cases of 
cholera appeared, and twenty patients died. 
There have been no new cases on the vessel 
for twenty-nine days. The steamer was 
placed in quarantine here. 
Marseilles, 
August 
10th. — Twelve 
deaths from cholera occurred at Gigean 
Saturday, at Arles two, and ut Montpelier 
one. The number of eases under treat­ 
ment in the l’harao Hospital show a de­ 
crease of 43.

P a r is . August 10th.—The scenes at the 
Convention in Versailles have astonished 
and scandalized all Europe. France is put

revolutionary in her political reforms. The 
amount of bad language used has been 
appalling, and if one were to judge of 
France by the Parliamentary invectives, 
her leaders of parties are the next worst 
thing in political life to candidates described 
in party literature for the American Presi­ 
dency.

London*, August 10th.—Later details of 
the capture ot Keluug by the French say 
the town was given up without a blow, 
directly after a cannon from Admiral Les- 
per's flagship was fired. Men were landed 
from the various ships, and the town was 
taken possession of in the name of France. 
The authorities of tire town and a majority 
of the population fled. 
Four thousand 
Chinese troops, who recently arrived from 
Shanghai, retired into the interior. The 
British Vice-Consul went on board an Eng­ 
lish gunboat, having previously sent a pro­ 
test to Admiral Lesper against the French 
occupation, and pointing out that Kclung 
was protected under a treaty with England.

L on d o n. August luth.—The Welsh Quar- 
ryinen's Union have asked the owners of 
quarries to hold a conference with regard 
to the collapse of the trade under pressure 
of importations from the American .States. 
The owners will accede to the request, but 
at the same time have made a reply to the 
effect that the business stagnation was ow­ 
ing more to over-production at home than 
to American importation. 
C a th o lic C o n g ress. 
B e r l i n . August 10th. — An Episcopal 
Congress will he held at Fulda. The Arch­ 
bishop of Ermland will preside over the 
Congress. The Bishops of Munster, Treves, 
Hildcschcim, Osnabruck aud others will 
attend the meeting. The objects of the 
Congress are to organize a professorship of 
Catholic theology in the Prussian Univer­ 
sity, and unite the dioceses of Fulda and 
Limbourg into an arch-diocese, ami fill the 
vacant churches.

Nks* T im b e r f o r R a il r o a d T ie s .— I t is 
asserted on engineering authority that the 
best wood yet discovered for railway sleep­ 
ers is zapote, used for this purpose in Mex­ 
ico. It is essentially a tropical timber, and 
is exceedingly durable for outdoor or in­ 
door work, above nr below ground. Sam­ 
ples of this wood taken out of buildings 
said to bave been erected more than two 
centuries ago did not show the slightest 
indications of decay, the wood being as 
sound as on the day it was put into the 
building. In color this wood is nearly as 
dark as logwood, i.s very heavy and sinks 
in water, and so hard that the boring of 
holes for spikes and forming the grooves 
for rails is very laborious work. It appears 
to he almost impervious to decay, but h as 
a tendency to split if exposed to the heat 
of a tropical sun for a few months, for 
which reason the zapote sleepers have to 
he equally covered with ballast.—[Railway

A N o te d M u rd e re r. 
A few days since one Of the most noted 
murderers in this State was lodged in the 
County Jail en route to Auburn. The 
crime for which lie was arrested, the details 
of which were published in the Hecord- 
Union at the time, is spoken of in the 
Gra*« Valley Tidings of the 7th inst. as fol­ 
lows : 
On Monday evening Sheriff Huntley, of 
Placer county, and Sheriff Branham, of 
Santa Clara county, arrested at the foot of 
the 1,900 level of the Ysabel shaft of the 
New Almadén quicksilver mine a man 
named William < 'orborubia, alius Bill Sa- 
dio, Jose Rio, u Chilean, for the murder of 
a man named Mnhloon near the Grizzly 
Bear House. Placer county, on the 18th of 
last November. The.C'hifean met Muldoon 
at the hotel and importuned him to pay for 
the drinks, which the latter did, exhibiting 
at the time about $16. The two men left 
tho house and proceeded toward Auburn, 
Muldoon being considerably intoxicated. 
About two miles below the Grizzly Bear 
House Corborubia shot Muldoon twice with 
a pistol, in tire back and neck, cut his throat 
and robbed him. 
He afterwards dragged 
the body a little way from the road, piled 
brush upon and attempted to "u rn it, par­ 
tially succeeding. Sheriff Huntley, having 
an accurate description of the murderer, 
has been on the lookout for him ever since, 
and several times was close upon his trail, 
and finally located him at the New Almadén 
mine. When arrested at the bottom of the 
mine he askej the reason, and when told 
that it was for the breaking of the windows 
of a saloon on the previous day, he quietly 
suiTendered. 
lie was subsequently in­ 
formed that the charge was for horsesteal­ 
ing, of which there are a number of cases 
against him. This statement allayed his 
apprehensions and he went quietly to Han 
Jose with the officers, where lie was placed 
in the cell once occupied by the notorious 
Vasqucz, and on Tuesday was conveyed to 
Auburn, where he will be tried for the 
murder of Muldoon. although this is not 
the only crime of this nature that is laid 
at his door. The Han Jose Times says lie is 
charged with t lie murder of a number of 
Chinamen, near Campo Seco, some live or 
six years ago. A Chinese miner had been 
brutally murdered, and one evening Oor- 
borubia and a companion entered a store in 
which four or live ( hinamen were stand­ 
ing, and they denounced him as a murderer 
of their countryman. At the point of their 
revolvers Corborubia and his companion 
ied them to a gulch, killed them all and 
hurled their bodies to the depths below. 
Fuller details of the life and crimes of this 
desperate criminal will be obtained during 
the progress of his trial. 


T h e E l e c t r i c R a il r o a d .—The result of 
the East Cieveknd «Street Railroad Com­ 
pany, whicli recently completed a mile of 
road and ran cars over it by electricity, was 
so successful that the company expect to 
change their entire system, comprising 
over twenty miles, into electric railroads. 
The system used was a combination of the 
Brush and Knight & Bently systems, ami 
the current was carried on underground 
conductors, laid in conduits,.like those of a 
cable road. 
The ci|r* were started arc! 
stopped arul reversed with the greatest ease, 
and without the disagreeable jerking inci­ 
dent to the cable and horse roads. The 
economy of running is claimed to be greater 
than that of the cable roads, and the cost 
of construction less than one-third as great. 
Any number of car* up to fifteen can be 
ruq at one time on a single circuit, and 
from one machine, whicli is a result not at­ 
tained by any of the European systems 
now iu operation. 


Hoes.—In conversation with a hop-raiser 
yesterday a reporter gleaned the following 
facts relative to that crop.

11.500 bale* ; 1878. 15,100 bales ; 1377, 11.000 
bales: 1876, 10,500 hales; 1374-75, 7.000, 
•8,000 bales; 1.S69-73, 3,000, 4,000 bales. 
About 700 bales were shipped to Australia, 
Central and South America, the East Indies 
and other foreign countries, while about 
3.500 bales were used for home brewers' 
consumption, and the entire balance of 
38,300 bn ¡es was shipped to the Eastern 
markets and England.

R ep o rt o f C olon el M asoif (th th e C h olera 
In F ra n ce. 
[By telegraph 1 
W a s h in g to n . 
A u g u st 9tb —Frank H . 
Mason, United States Consul at Marseilles, 
in a dispatch to the Htate Department rela­ 
tive to the cholera at that place, and in 
Toulon, savs: “ It appears that, notwith­ 
standing all the progress made in medical 
science and the very perfect arrangements 
for collecting nnd treating the stricken vic­ 
tims of the scourge, more than two-thirds 
of those attacked have died. Even during 
the first fortnight of the epidemic, when all 
the sanitary conditions were most favor­ 
able, the almost immediate transmission 
of the disease from Toulon to Marseilles 
and the enormous death rate of 70 per cent, 
in the earliest stage of the epidemic seems 
to prove that sanitary science ami medical 
skill have made but little substantial pro­ 
gress in dealing with Asiatic cholera. A 
second feature of the present epidemic is 
the rigor and deadliness of its attack as 
compared with the lost great cholera sum­ 
mer—1805. 
The rapidity ami virulence 
of this development are attributed iu some 
measure to the intense, damp and stiffing 
heat which ha* prevailed during most of 
the days since July 30th. There are phy­ 
sicians' of judgment and experience who 
maintain that dessieation is the only effec­ 
tive destroyer of the choleraic microbe <>n a 
large scale, and that dry, hot weather, 
while it may be unfavorable for those 
already attacked, is most effective in stay­ 
ing tlic dread contagion. Another notice­ 
able feature of the present visitation has 
been the simultaneous and sudden appear­ 
ance of the malady in all parts of the city 
of Marseilles 
Fugitives from here have 
died in Aix, Grenoble nnd other towns in 
Southern France, blit epidemics have thus 
far not been kindled, nor have any persons 
been attacked, except such a* brought the 
contagion from this city to Toulon. 
“ In view of the enormous emigration 
which bus occurred since the outbreak, 
three weeks ago, which is estimated by good 
authority at 100.000 jrersons from Mar­ 
seilles and 50.000 from Toulon, and the dis­ 
tribution of tliis vast contingent through­ 
out France, Italy, Switzerland and the 
Netherlands, it is noteworthy and encour­ 
aging thqt no authenticated case of cholera 
has occurred among this army of fugitives 
in any point north of Grenoble. Although 
a great number of Italian working people 
left the two strickeu cities for Northern 
Italy during tho early days of the epidemic, 
the disease has not apparently been carried 
with them, for, if it has, it is not yet de­ 
veloped. Nothing in all lire dispute con­ 
cerning the origin and cure of the disease 
has added any effectiveness to the means 
hitherto known for treating choleraic pa­ 
tients, and the proportion oí deaths to tiie 
number of cases appears to increase rather 
than diminish. 
A momentary gleam of 
hope was diffused by tiie announcement 
that some patients had been rescued in tire 
collapse stage of the malady at the hospital 
in Toulon by the inhalation of oxygen, but 
this encouragement lias been clouded by 
the discovery that the effect of this power­ 
ful stimulant was but temporary and the 
patients thus treated Anally died in the 
same 
ratio as 
those treated by other 
methods.”

th a t a large n u m b er o f citizens w ho are 
offended by th e loud noises, boisterous con 
d u ct an d indecent jests anil songs, arc 
about to petition th e B oard o f T rustees of 
th e city to pass mi order th a t all licenses 
shall be w ith h eld from business o f tin's 
character. 
T h ere seem s to be a plainer, 
speedier an d m ore adequate rem edy in the 
iuw itself, an d th a t a co m p lain t to ¡he City 
o r D istrict A ttorney, based upon Section 
310 o f th e P en al Code, w ould be m ore 
effectual in abridging these nuisances. T his 
section reads as follow s: “ E very person 
w ho keeps an y disorderly bouse, o r any 
house for th e purposes o f assignation or 
prostitution, o r an y house o f public resort, 
by w hich th e peace, com fort o r decency o f 
the im m ediate neighborhood is habitually 
disturbed, or w ho keeps an inn in a disor­ 
derly m ariner.

it lias been often decided by C ourts and 
juries th at any house kept in such a m an ­ 
n e r as to annoy o r scandalize th e public 
generally, o r as a resort

people,

nuisance,

TOO MUCH WEATHER. 


T he H igh R ange o f T e m p e ra tu re C on­ 
tin u es—C o m p arativ e R eports. 
T he w eather for th e past week has been 
decidedly too tropical an d continuous upon 
th e upper register to be popular even w ith 
th e advocates o f hot sun baths. 
It is not 
usual for such high tem peratures to con­ 
tin u e to exceed th ree days w ithont a cool 
change, b u t it has now been a w eek since 
th e strain on the upper ends o f th e th e r­ 
m om eter com m enced, an d a t m idnight, 
w ith th e exception of a slig h t overcast of 
clouds, no su b stan tial indications o f a break 
in th e "•spell” w as noticeable. 
T he gen­ 
eral range o f th erm o m eter th ro u g h o u t the 
valley was about th e sam e on S aturday as 
had been given for p ast few preceding days. 
T he highest tem perature recorded yester­ 
day at various p oints w ere as follows : Sac­ 
ram ento, 1U0°; R ocklin, 104°; T ruckee, 
85°; S u m m it, 75°; C olfax, 100°; R ed Bluff, 
106°; M arysville, 112°; W oodland, lOfD; 
Cottonw ood, 102°; Chico, 
110°; 
Penryn, 
102°; but O rland took th e w hole bakery 
w ith a register of 11S°. 
A line show er w as enjoyed on th e m o u n ­ 
tain s betw een Cisco anil S u m m it on S a tu r­ 
day. 
L ast n ig h t it w as very cloudy on th e 
tipper p art o f the road over “ th e h ill." 
S ergeant B arw ick m akes th e follow ing 
rep o rt for th is point, together w ith com ­ 
parison o f record w ith form er y e a rs; 
T h ere has been b u t fourteen days th is 
season th at the m ax im u m th erm o m eter re­ 
corded a tem perature above 90°, and th e 
people generally are grow ling about th is 
h eated te rm ; b u t th e follow ing tab u lated 
statem ent, th a t indicates th e n u m b er of 
days th e tem perature reached above 90°, 
and also th e highest po in t reached d u rin g 
each season, from 1877 to date, w ill show 
th a t we are getting along u n u su ally well so 
far this season, as w ill Go seen by th e fol 
low ing statem ent o f co m p ariso n s:

A bout th ree years 
ago th e city o f G lasgow erected special 
w orks for th e speedy dispatch o f th e refuse 
collected all over th e city. 
B y arrange­ 
m ents th en adopted th e refuse is m ade to 
undergo a process o f separation, by w hich 
it ¡- m ade m ore valuable to farm ers, and 
also o f considerable profit to th e city, for 
by a process o f burning, chem icals are ex­ 
tracted an d sold for a high price. 
T h e re­ 
sults obtained by th is system have been so 
satisfactory th a t th e au th o rities decided to 
extend it, and recently there were opened 
additional w orks w hich cover ground about 
an acre in extent. 
T hey are on exactly the 
sam e principle as th e form er, w ith certain 
im provem ents th a t experience ¡him sug­ 
gested. 
T h e im portance o f these refuse 
dispati h w orks, as well as th eir necessity', 
is b rought out w hen it is rem em bered th a t 
:n th e ease o f a city like < - la.-oov th ere are 
163 m iles o f roads an d streets to clean and 
w ater, and from these 700 to n s o f refuse is 
gathered daily. 
To be able to dispose rap id ly a n d profita­ 
bly o f such a large a m o u n t o f w aste m ate­ 
rial speaks well for th e system w hich G las­ 
gow has adopted, an d w hich as yet does 
n o t seem to have been tak en u p by any' 
other large cities.
